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Council May Pick Up Architects Tab 
For New Fire Honse; Raps GCS Litter 


The city council, on Tuesday evening, disposed of a rather 
lengthy agenda at a meeting marked by poor attendance of cit- 
izens. The meeting-adjourned at a late hour, after consideration of 


the following: 


, 


1. A protest by Edward J. Brooks of Lakeside drive, that an. 
excessive charge had been made for water usage during the con- 


struction and after occupancy of 
his home. The council did not feel 
that the charge was excessive and 
did not agree to any reduction in 
the charges. 

2. Discussed briefly a suggestion 
by Isadore Parker that since the 
Post Office Department was seek- 
ing to lease new quarters in Green- 
belt, that the council consider con- 
struction of a building to house its 
own city offices and lease space to 
the government for a post office. 
City manager Charles McDonald 
declared it would be better for a 
private builder to provide the 
quarters as this would increase the 
tax base. 


3. Passed a resolution to engage 
services, of an auditor to render 
an accounting of the city’s fi- 
nances. 

4. Moved to direct the city man- 
ager_to write a strong letter to 
Greenbelt Consumer Services, 
pointing out that they were violat- 
ing the city’s ordinance against 
littering and that appropriate dis 
ciplinary action would be taken if 
the violations continued. The fill- 
ing station was the prime violator, 
it was disclosed, 


5. Postponed action on the sum- 
mer recreation program, until next 


“Wieeting. 


6. Deferred until next special 
meeting, further discussion of a 
plan to appropriate funds for an 
architectural study of property set 
aside for municipal use. This plan 
proposes that the site be ‘surveyed 
by an architect with a view to lo- 
cating a fire house, youth center 
and municipal building on the plot. 
The fee paid the architect would 
include completed plans for the 
fire house and preliminary sketches 
of the other buildings, showing 
their relation to one another. Mem- 
bers of the fire department pre- 
sented their views and agreed in 
principle with the plan, but stress- 
ed the importance of haste since 
an excessive rental charge was eat- 
ing into their building fund. 

7. Passed an ordinance regulat- 
ing the specifications for sidewalks, 
curbing and roadways in new de- 
velopments ‘within the city, ‘to 
conform to the regulations set 
forth by Prince Georges county. 
Special exceptions to these regula- 
tions would have to be approved 
by the council. 

8. Examined the question of ap- 
proaching bus companies with a 
proposal for providing direct bus 
service from Greenbelt into 
Washington. The results of a re- 
cently conducted survey were not 
deemed sufficiently conclusive and 
favorable to warrant action by 
Greenbelt alone. McDonald agreed 
to contact officials of nearby com- 
munities to discover whether they 
were interested enough to hold a 
joint meeting to discuss a concert- 
ed effort to persuade the compa- 
nies to supply such a service. 


9. Passed a resolution declaring 
March 24-31 inclusive, as “Clean- 
up Week in Greenbelt.” This ob- 
servance of clean-up week coin- 
cides with state and county procla- 
mations to the same effect. 


10. Postponed taking action on a 
request by the Prince George’s 
County Recreation Department for 
permission to use swimming pool 
facilities in Greenbelt. 

Councilman Robert Hurst indi- 
cated that the council should con- 
sider relieving the city manager of 
some of his excessively heavy work- 


- load. This item was placed on the 


agenda for the next meeting.

Legion Post Denied 


County Stymied

The| Prince Georges County Com- 
missioners held a public hearing 
yesterday on the petition of Green- 
belt Land Improvement Corpora- 
tion for rezoning of the strip of 
land, on Southway between the 10 
court and the Armory from resi- 
dential to C-2 commercial and took 
the matter under advisement until 
April 16, when they will issue their 
decision at Upper Marlboro. 
Greenbelt Consumer Services wish- 
es to erect a new gasoline filling 
station on the site. 

Called to testify by Hammond 
Welch, attorney for the coopera- 
tive, were GCS general manager 
Samuel Ashelman; professional 
planner Roger Willcox; Rev. Rob- 
ert C. Hull of Greenbelt Communi- 
ty Church, who! is also a member 
of the GCS board of directors; 
Greenbelt city councilman James 
Smith; and George M. Eshbaugh 
of. 12-A Ridge. 

Opposition speakers, all of whom 
appeared as individuals only and 
some of whom were cross-examin- 
ed by Welch, were: Mrs. Helen 
Dondy, 6-K Ridge; Mrs. Rose Am- 
berg, 10-D Southway; George M. 
Jones, 11-M Southway; Don D. Mc- 
Caughney, 7-M Southway: and Ab- 
raham Chasanow, 11-T Ridge. 

Arguments in the main were 
those brought out at the recent 
city-council hearings on the same 
question. Willcox stated that from 
the planning viewpoint there are 
too few gas stations in Greenbelt 
to serve its population and that 
the desired site has long been con- 
sidered suitable for a gas station. 
Opposition witnesses took issue 
with the latter assertion, pointing 
out that the site had been planned 
for a park until last spring (1955). 
They also cited the effect of the 
proposed station on traffic safety. 

Chasanow pointed out that with 
a 75-foot buffer zone next to the 
10 court of Southway deeded to 
thee ity for a park, a gas station 
on that site would be illegal, since 
they are not permitted within 300 
feet of public parks. (A deed trans- 
ferring this zoneto the city has 
already been executed by Green- 
belt Consumer Services and is be- 
ing held in escrow by Ralph Pow- 
ers, city solicitor, according to city 
manager Charles T. McDonald.) 

The hearing was attended by 
about twenty from Greenbelt, of 
whom more than half apparently 
favored the rezoning. 





Liquor License

After Local Groups Voice Opposition 
American Legion Greenbelt Post 136 lost its bid last Thurs- 
day, for a license to serve liquor to. members at the Legion home. 
The Prince Georges county Board of License Commissioners denied 
the post’s application after a public hearing scheduled for 10 a.m., 


which didn’t get underway until 6:45 p.m. 


A crowd of at least 25 


Greenbelters, who recorded themselves better than 2 to 1 against 
granting the license, waited through most of the day while the 


board heard other license applica- 
tions, but by hearing time it had 
dwindled to about half. 

Reaction of the Legion post was 
expressed by Commander John L. 
Hoffman, “Regardless of the out- 
come,” he said, “the post will con 
tinue to serve the interests of the 
community, state, and nation as 
much as, if not more than, before. 
We have no animosity whatever to- 
ward anyone in the community.” 

Speaking at the hearing on hbe- 
half of the license were Hoffman, 
1st Vice Commander William A. 
Clark, Finance Officer Paul Cher- 
ry, and Joseph Hanyok of the Le- 
gion with W. Byron Sorrell of Hy- 
attsville as attorney. Appearing in 
opposition was a delegation led by 
Rey. Eric T. Braund of Greenbelt 
Community Church and including 
city manager Charles T. McDon- 
ald, who presented the unanimous 
resolution of Greenbelt city coun- 
cil opposing the license; general 





manager Paul M. Campbell of 
Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corpo- 
ration, speaking for the co-op’s 
board of directors; Rev. Glenn W. 
Samuelson of Greenbelt Baptist 
Chapel; Mrs. Jean Schneider for 
the Women’s Guild of Community. 
Church; James S. Beck for the 
General Council of Community 
Church; and Mrs. Elizabeth Love 
for the Greenbelt Women’s Club. 

Under cross-examination Hoff- 
man admitted that the post, which 
already had a license to sell beer 
and light wines to members only, 
has been selling beer to non-mem- 
ber groups using its hall. Rev. 
Braund also brought out that of 
the 400 members of the ‘post .only 
37 voted to apply for the liquor 
license; 27 voted against. 

Post 136 retains its beer and wine 
club license after assuring the 
board that it would correct any 
wrong practices.

New Post Office 
To Be Built Soon 


Postmaster Edward C. Kaighn 
announced today that bids are now 
being solicited for new postal quar- 
ters to house the Greenbelt Post 
Office. . 

The new facility sill include a 
public lobby, mailing vestibule, 
mailing platform, a 3,000 square 
foot work jspace, restroom and 
locker facilities for employees, and 
a driveway and/or maneuvering 
area with all-weather facing, cov- 
ering a minimum area of 50’ x 75’. 
When the building is completed 
the Post Office Department will 
enter into a lease with the owner 
for a period of ten years. No land 
option is held by the Post Office 
Department. 

Closing date for bids is May 19. 

Several groups in the city have 
expressed interest in providing a 
building for the post office. Among 
them are Greenbelt Veteran Hous- 
ing Corporatioh, Greenbelt Con- 
Sumer Services, the Gilbert Realty 
company and the Warner-Kanter 
organization now developing a 
large tract of Greenbelt land. Also, 
the Schrom interests, owners of 
property on the south side of the 
Baltimore Parkway, are said to 
be interested. 

Of the available sites in Green- 
belt, those mentioned are: a small 
parcel land between the bank and 
the Center school, a tract between 
the filling station and apartments 
on Crescent road, a new commer- 
cial area across from the junior 
high school, and city-owned prop- 
erty behind the plaza statue.
